Many of 
these lives can be saved if you will 
teach your patients how ‘they should 
be treated. These lives will not be 
saved by medicine, for comparatively 
few can be benefited by pneumothorax 


culosis. Ignorance kills and knowl- 
edge saves. 
“The medical profession knows no 


drug which cures tuberculosis, yet we 
can and do preach a gospel which has 
and -yill save many thousands of lives 
and which adds greatly to the charac- 
ter of our nation. I wish to preach 
this gospel of cure for it is all im- 
portant.

English Cotton Industry Weekly 
Review 


Machester, Hngland, January 24.— 
(By Mail.—The hardening tendency 
in raw cotton rates has caused a 
steadier tone to prevail in the Man- 


chester market and in many quarters 
spinners and manufacturers have been 
firmer in quotation. Although in cer- 
tain quarters trade is not developing 
rapidly, quite a number of pro- 
are more favorably situated 
than a month ago. Order lists have 
been extended as a result of buying in 
the early part of the year and ship- 
pers and merchants are now having 
less of their own way. 

There has been a_ persistent de- 
mand in piece goods and most makers 
have been kept busy working out quo- 
tations. The feature of interest has 
been the larger demand for China. At 
the auction sales in Shanghai there 
was a keener demand for gray and 
white shirtings and prices have shown 
some improvement. The quantities 
cleared were again on a satisfactory 
basis. Fresh demand has been met 
with on this side and an encouraging 
turnover has taken place in white 
shirtings. 

Manufacturers of gray staples have 
met with more offers. There has also 
been a better demand in cloths for 
dyeing purposes. The most disappoint- 
ing outlet is India. It is usual at 
this time of the year for healthy buy- 
ing to take place, but it is very evi- 
dent that the embargo upon deliveries 
of light bleaching cloths by the Cal- 
ecutta dealers is checking progress. 
Some fair orders have been booked in 
light fabrics, prints and fancies for 


| ployers, 


Bombay and Karachi. There has 
been no particular activity for madras. 
Moderate support has been given by 
Java and Singapore and sales have 
been mentioned in white and dyed 
goods. Seattered transactions have 
occurred for Egypt and the near east 
chiefly in standard makes.- Printing 
cloths have attracted § attention for 
South America and the continent. 


American yarn quotations have been 
firmer.

It is 
said that the Germans want about six 
mills to be grouped together as one 
combine and financed with German 
capital.
